LONDON, Nov. 5 (AP) — 
The West today weighed the 
significance of a Russian an- 
nouncement that new instru- 


were used to send Sputnik II 


and its dog passenger more 
than 1000 miles into space. 

Heralding still further Rus- 
sian achievements, President 
A. N. Nesmeyanov of the So- 
viet Academy of Sciences said 
in a broadcast from Moscow: 

“The launching of the sec- 
ond satellite, much more per- 
fect so far as its scientific 
equipment is concerned, shows 
that we have really entered the 
era of the exploration of cos- 
mic space and that we are real- 
ly making rapid progress to- | 
ward interplanetary communi- 
cation.” 


New View on Meteors. 


At the same time, another 
Soviet scientist said the satel- 
lites may have 
widely held theories that me- 
teors are obstacles to space 
travel. 

Prof Yury Dmitrievich 
Bulanzhe, deputy chairman of 
the Soviet International Geo- 
physical Year committee, said 
in a Moscow broadcast that 
Sputnik I was known to have 
passed through streams of me- 
teors Oct. 9 and Oct. 20. 

“This dia not cause any seri- 
ous damage to the satellite. 
which continues to follow its 
orbit,” Bulanzhe said. “It is 
quite possible that our ideas 
about the streams of meteors 
in cosmic space are somewhat 
exaggerated.” 

Sputnik II with its dog pas- 
senger aboard, whizzed over 
London this morning. Scien- 
tists at several listening posts 
heard its radio signals on two 
frequencies.

IN PLANE GRASH 


Premier Stoica Escapes 
With Injuries in Mos- 
cow Smash-Up — 3 
Others Dead. 


LONDON, Nov. 5 (AP)—The 
secretary of the Romanian 
Communist party Central Com- 
mittee, Grigore Preoteasa, was 


killed in a plane crash at 
Moscow yesterday, the Moscow 
radio reported. 

Three crewmen also were 
killed. 

The plane was bringing a 
Romanian delegation led by 
Premier Chivu Stoica to the 
Russian capital for celebration 
of the fortieth anniversary of 
the Russian revolution. 

Stoica and the rest 
delegation escaped with 
injuries and_ bruises,” 
broadcast said. 

The ‘delegation left 
rest early yesterday. Commu- 
nist Party Boss Gheorghe 
Gheorghihu-Dej, who was to 
have led the group, reportedly 
remained at home. with an 
attack of influenza. 

For two days Moscow's air- 
port has been wrapped in fog 
which has seriously interfered 
with air travel, unusually heavy 
just before the Nov. 7 holiday 
celebrations. 

Numerous foreign delega- 
tions were scheduled to fly 
into Moscow yesterday and to- 
day.. Many planes have been 
delayed or diverted.

A comprehensive audit of the 
books in the office of License 
Collector Joseph T. (Juggy) 
Hayden will be made, either by 
Comptroller John H..

ton said today. 

In a statement, Eagleton said 
that he, Gov. James T. Blair 
and Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
agreed that Poelker was the 
most competent person to 
make the audit. However, 


there was some doubt that the 
Comptroller has the statutory 
authority necessary to make a 
comprehensive audit. 

“If it develops through some 
technicality that Mr. Poelker 
cannot compare merchants and 
manufacturers license tax re- 
turns with city earnings tax 
returns, then the. grand jury, 
with its broad powers of sub- 
pena, will do this,’’*the circuit 
attorney asserted. 

Eagleton pointed out that 
the grand jury would have au- 
thority to order production of 
tax returns, and certified pub- 


lic accountants could be hired | 


by the circuit attorney's office 
to check the records for the 
grand jury to determine any 
discrepancies in tax payments 
by merchants and_ business 
firms. 

Merchants and manufactur- 
ers tax returns are not open 
to public inspection. The tax 
ordinance permits only the 
Mayor, Comptroller and mem- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen 
to inspect them. The secrecy 
provision was enacted because 
business men did not want de- 
tailed 
business affairs divulged 
' competitors by the returns, 

Mayor To Seek Ruling. 

Mayor Tucker, who 
day called for a complete audit 
of the License 
office, said today 
City Counselor James VY. Frank 
for a formal ruling on 
proper procedure 
lowed in making the check. 

Eagleton said he thought it 
would be preferable if the 
audit were handled by the 
Comptroller's office because of 
its auditorial experience, but 
he said he was ready to have 
the grand jury step in and do 
the job if necessary.

5,000,000 Married Women 
Have Taken Jobs Since 1947 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5 (AP) 
—Every year for the last 10| 
years another 500,000 married 
women in the United States. 
have taken jobs outside the 
home, the census bureau re- 
ported yesterday. 

A survey last spring showed) 
a record 12,696,000 married | 
women in the nation’s labor | 
force—either employed or look- 
ing for work. A year earlier) 
the number was 12, 278,000. 
Ten years ago there were: 
7,500,000 married women work- 
ing and in 1940 just above 
5,000,000. 

The bureau 


said married) 


women who have joined the 
labor force since 1947 have 
come largely from the ranks of 
those past 35 years of age. 
This, it said, has been particu- 
larly true in recent years. 
the 1950s the number of work- 


ing wives above 35 increased | 


by about 50 per cent, whereas 
the number under that age 
increased only 10 per cent. 

The survey showed that the 
number of single women in 
the work force dropped from 
about 6,250,000 in 1947 to 
5,500,000 this year. Part of this 
drop was attributed to rising 
marriage rates.

Thomas Kenny Jr., a used 
car dealer living at 16 Deer 
Creek Woods, Ladue, was ar- 
rested today on warrants 
charging him with obtaining 
money by means of bogus 
chattel mortgages on Cars. 
First Assistant Circuit Attor- 
ney Henry J. Fredericks said

Fredericks, who plans to pre- 
sent the matter to the grand 
jury today, said, however, that 
the amount holders of the 
allegedly fictitious mortgages 

may eventually recover could 
not be determined now. He 
said restitution in some cases 
has been made by Kenny's 
family and that much of the 
proceeds from the allegedly 
fraudulent paper was plowed 
back into Kenny's company, 
the Kenny Used Car Co., 4821 
Easton avenue. The company, 
also known as Kenny's Motors, 
has been taken over by his 
father and a brother. 

An extended investigation by 
Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Quentin Gansloser revealed 
that First National Bank in St. 
Louis had bought 81 reportedly 
fictitious chattel mortgages on 
used cars from Kenny for a 
total of $199,680, Gansloser 
said. These mortgages were in 
the names of persons who had 
not purchased the cars, he 
added. 

In addition, the bank bought 
65 martgages for $92,178 which 
involved actual purchases of 
cars. However, Gansloser said, 
the persons whose names ap- 
peared on the mortgages 
either had bought the ma- 
‘chines for cash or had issued 
| genuine mortgages to other 
| persons for the balance of the 
purchase price. 

Gansloser said it was Kenny's 
| practice to take from his auto- 
|mobile company files either a 
'prior mortgage or a sales slip 
‘containing the signature of a 
purchaser. He would then de- 
vise a set of figures covering 
the purchase price and mort- 
gage and direct his secretaries 
to fill out the chattel mort- 
gage form and note, 
‘these figures and copying 
closely the signature of the 
purported purchaser, Gansloser 
said. 

After adding his own signa- 
ture, Kenny would send the 
forms to First National, which 
| would deposit the amount of 
the mortgage to Kenny's credit 
in a second bank, Gansloser

Six safes in offices on the 
fourth and fifth floors of 
Teamsters’ Union headquarters 
at 1641 South Kingshighway 
were battered open and rifled 
last night by burglars, who ap- 
parently stole several thousands 
of dollars from local unions 
occupying the offices. Exact 
amount taken had not been de- 
termined this morning. 

One local of the union had 
collected $7000 in dues last 
Saturday, police were told. A 
spokesman said, however, some 
of the dues were paid by check 


through the company check- 
off system. No checks were 
taken, he said, estimating the 
total cash stolen at several 


thousand dollars 

Local treasurers were check- 
ing records to determine the 
actual amount stolen. 


Records subpenaed by the 
United States Senate Commit- 
ee investigating improper ac- 
tivities of management and 
labor, have been turned over 
to committee investigators or 
are in crates at the headquar- 
ters ready for shipping to the 
committee. They were not dis- 
turbed, not being in the area 
of the building that was looted, 
the spokesman said. 


Joplin Office Also Robbed. 


In Joplin, Mo., Teamster of- 
ficials of Local 823 reported to- 
day that a 400-pound safe, con- 
taining about $700 in cash, was 
stolen from the union head- 
quarters last night. 

Floyd C. Webb, president of 
the local, which has about 3000 
members, said the safe did not 
contain any of the union's rec- 
ords. In addition to the cash, 
there were checks totaling 
$1800 in the safe, he said. 

Joplin police said they did 
not know how the union office 
was entered, but by marks on 
the floor they could tell the 
safe was rolled out a rear door 


and probably loaded onto a 
truck. 
Records of Local 823 were 


checked by Senate committee 
investigators last September. 


Locks Smashed Here. 
In the theft here, chisels, 
hammers and punches were 
used by the thieves to smash 


locks on door to gain entrance 


» to the offices. 


The theft was discovered 
about 6 a.m. today by a janitor 
who found a service door at the 


‘rear of the building had been 


jimmied open from the inside. 

This led police to believe the 
thieves may have been locked 
in the building when it was 
closed last night, police were 
told, and a maintenance man 
departed at 11 p.m., leaving the 
building unattended until early 
today. 

Reccrds and checks in the 
safes were thrown about the 
offices, littering the floors. 


These records, a spokesman 
said, were of cash accounts and 
day-to-day financial transac- 
tions of the locals and the 
Teamsters’ Union Credit Union. 

Safes used by the follow- 
ing locals were battered open: 
Locals 618, 610, 700, 366, 405 
and the Credit Union safe. 


Police said they were told 
that Local 366, laundry and 
dry-cleaning workers, lost at 
least $468 from their safe; 618, 
automotive, petroleum and al- 
lied workers, lost $385, and 
610, furniture movers, report- 
ed .$462 missing. These totals 
were only partial reports. 

No Fingerprints. 

Detectives investigating the 
thefts said the burglars appar- 
ently wore gloves, because no 


fingerprints had been found 
after about three hours of 
searching. 


Officers said a tear gas bomb 
went off when one safe was 
They believed that 
this encouraged the thieves to 
leave. Several safes on fhe 
te floors were not touched. 

In most cases, police said, 
al combinations were pounded 
off the safes. Several of them 
were overturned.

WITH CARELESS DRIVING 


Alfred F. Kojetinsky of Hills- 
boro, district director of the 
United Steel Workers of Amer- 
ica, was charged with careless 
and reckless driving in a war-

There war a variety of 
opinions on the matter. An 
eight-man A.B.C. tournament 
committee listened to the 
views of 37 persons from all 
parts of the country, includ- 
ing bowling proprietors, 
newsmen and some captains 
of the more prominent teams. 

The most common objec- 
tion to putting the more 
powerful teams in a separate 
division was that it would 
deprive the once-or-twice- 
a-week bowler of the long- 
shot chance of some day 
beating out the stars in the 
A.B.C. 

Frank Baker, 
secretary of the Mies 
pointed out: “The A.B.C, is 
the only national sports 
event open to all—for which 
there is no qualifying and 
wherein the average bowler 
can compete under the same 
conditions and often along- 
side the stars.” 

Carl Deetken, a past presi- 
dent of the Seattle Bowling 
Association, said, “The aver- 
age bowler enters the A.B.C. 
to bowl against the stars. 
That is one of the big 
thrills.” 

Whitey Harris, captain of 
the Budweisers, said: “The 
Buds approach the A.B.C. 
tournament with the same 
attitude as the average team. 
Its tradition is more import- 
ant to us than any money 
we can win. We don’t want 
the pro class.” 

The opinions of many were 
summed up by Billy Sixty. 
the bowling editor of the 
Milwaukee Journal and for- 
merty one of the game’s 
great stars. “The A.B.C, 
tournament is for fun,” said 
Sixty. “Over the years you 

.can’t win enough to even 
cover your expenses. The 
question is, how big do you 
want to make the tourna- 
ment, not whom do you want 
to eliminate by setting up a 
‘professional’ division.”

It is doubtful that, unless 
there is a widespread de- 
mand, any major changes 


will be made in the tourna- 
ment that will be held in St. 
Louis in the spring of 1959. 
It is likely that the booster 
division, for teams with 
averages of 850 or less, will 
be enlarged to include sin- 
gles, doubles and all-events 
competition. 


The suggestions surprising- 
ly didn’t include a change in 
the name for the under-850 
classification. To many the 
phrase “Booster Division” 
implies that it is an affair 
set up merely to give teams 
in the immediate tournament 
area an incentive to compete 
in the A.B.C. 

That this is no longer so 
is indicated by the fact that 
only four of the top 20 fin- 
ishers in the Booster division 
last spring were from the 
Fort Worth-Dallas area, site 
of the tournament. The $250 
first prize went to a Kansas 
team, second went to & 
team from Lincoln, Neb. 

More once-a-week bowlers

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Unfairness in a Tax 


Is the St. Louis merchants and manufacturers 
tax fair and reasonable? Is it good for the city? 
The questions are pertinent in light of allega- 
tions of widespread cheating on tax returns, and 
of bribery and solicitation of bribery in its 
administration. 

The tax consists of a levy of $2.25 on each 
$100 of assessed value of the inventories, tools 
and equipment of merchants and manufacturers, 
as well as a levy of $1.25 on each $1000 of sales. 
It is both a kind of personal property tax on 
business and a sales tax. 

As has been pointed out by Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann, former Mayor and now president of the 
Metropolitan Chamber of Commerce, through- 
out the rest of the state merchants are taxed - 
only on their inventories at the regular property 
levy; they pay no sales tax. In combination with 
other factors, principally the assessment ratio, 
this has tended to put the St. Louis manufac- 
turer at a competitive disadvantage. Not to con- 
done tax cheating, still it is conceivable some 
merchants have cheated in a misguided spirit 
of self-preservation. | 

Mr. Kaufmann has estimated that in recent 
years St. Louis merchants have been paying 
about $500,000 more in local taxes than they 
would if they were located outstate. Moreover, 
several of St. Louis's metropolitan competitors 
levy a tax on inventories but not on sales as well. 

According to Governmental Research Insti- 
tute these include Baltimore, Chicago, Cincin- 
nati, Cleveland, Detroit, Houston, Milwaukee, 
Minneapolis, New Orleans and San Francisco. 
Los Angeles levies on both inventories and sales; 
Buffalo on neither. New York, Philadelphia and 
Pittsburgh levy on sales only. 

To the extent that St. Louis’s unfavorable dif- 
ferential jeopardizes efforts at attracting new 
industwy, as well as making it difficult to hold 
existing businesses, the whole community is hurt. 
St. Louis ought to be brought into line with 
the rest of the state and with its major metro- 
politan competitors. 

The second aspect of the tax that has caused 
complaints is the assessment ratio. Merchants 
are supposed to report 70 per cent of the value 
of their inventories; in effect, they are their 
own assessors. Many understate not only their 
inventories but their gross sales as well. This 
is unfair to their competitors as well as a loss 
to the public treasury. 

If the assessment ratio on inventories were 
lowered to the same level applicable to real 
property—about 35 per cent of true value—it is 
conceivable that tax returns might be more ac- 
curate—and even that some merchants not now 
reporting might begin to do so. The tax rate 
could be raised, of course. 

In any event a universal assessment standard 
would exist, and there would be no grounds for 
the merchant's feeling that he was being forced 
to carry an unconscionable and unfair burden.

An Attack on Charity 

An attack on all organized charity in Little 
Rock is the latest aftermath of the orgy of racial 
hatred by segregationists there. A boycott cam- 
paign was organized against the city’s Communi- 
ty Chest because one of the agencies is the 
Little Rock Urban League, an _ interracial 
organization. 

By means of printed matter and telephone 
calls individuals were urged not to contribute 
to the Chest and business houses were threatened 
with boycott if they worked for the Chest or con- 
tributed to it. Sacrificing itself for the sake of 
the social agencies as a whole, the Urban League 
has withdrawn from the Community Chest. 

When reason rules again among the trouble- 
some minority as it has ruled all along among 
the peaceful majority of Little Rock, we trust 
the Urban League will again be found within 
the Community Chest group. Meanwhile, this 
assault on the welfare agencies should stand as 
a warning that when racial discrimination runs 
riot, there is no discrimination whatever in the 
way it seeks to tear down a community's best.

Marshal Zhukov Drummed Out 

Denunciation of Marshal Georgi Zhukov marks 
the end of the brief interim phase in a power- 
ful Kremlin drama that may not even yet be 
fully played out. Removed as Minister of De- 
fense Oct. 26, the popular soldier, who on three 
occasions since Stalin's death saved Khrushchev 
from losing his struggle for power, is now plain- 
Ty finished. «Like many another fallen idol of 
Communism, Zhukov “acknowledges” and “deep- 
ly regrets” all that the hierarchy charged him 
with: flagrantly violating the principle of Com- 
munist party leadership of the armed forces, dis- 
playing “inadequate party spirit,” surrounding 
himself with “flatterers and bootlickers.”’ 

Why did Khrushchev wait a week before giv- 
ing Zhukov the standard treatment? Could it 
have been that he wanted to wait until he was 
“sure there would be no storm of protest that he 
could not ride out? The marshal had made it 
clear in his speeches that he regarded the pri- 
mary loyalty of the @rmed services as belonging 
to ‘thé people and ‘their interests—not to the 
party. 

Zhukov was popular with the people, the sol- 
diers in the ranks and most of the higher offi- 
cers. If that popularity continues to hold, will 
it bode ill for the remainder of the Kremlin 
gang? The Army has several times proved a 
powerful political instrument in Kremlin ma- 
neuverings and plottings. There is no sign that 
it has lost its potency. 

The power struggle that began 40 years ago 
when Kerensky overthrew the CZar and Lenin 
overthrew Kerensky is still going on. Stalin, 
Malenkov, Beria, Molotov and Kaganovich have 
come and gone. The system, springing from 
the dictatorship of an elite few over the prole- 
tarian many, continues. 
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On a Winding Road 


Bertram D. Tallamy, who directed construc- 
tion of the New York Thruway, champions a 
somewhat unorthodox idea of road building. He 
insists that a dual-lane highway need not run on 
and on in the monotonous geometry of two 
parallel lines. And now, as Federal Highway 
Administrator, Mr. Tallamy has urged the Amer- 
ican Society of Civil Engineers to consider that 
it is “just as cheap, or cheaper, to use the ad- 
vantages nature has given” in developing the 
nation’s 41,000-mile interstate system. 

His recommendation is to let the highway 
lanes rise and fall gently with the terrain, and 
curve with the landscape. He suggests growing 
grass between the lanes, letting some trees 
stand, and “opening up vistas down into valleys.” 

Mr. Tallamy’s theory is based on equal con- 
siderations of beauty and safety. For roads that 
are adequately separated, either vertically or 
horizontally, prevent headlight glare at night 
and monotony of vision by day. They do not 
tire drivers and exhaust their reactions as does 
the endless drive’ on the endless straight line. 
And since, as the Highway Administrator notes, 
it is often less expensive to follow the terrain

instead of attempting to bulldoze through it, 


‘the Tallamy road can be less costly to the public. 


We hope the highway engineers of the vari- 
ous States will consider the proposition that the 
shortest distance between two points is not al-: 
ways the safest, the most interesting or least 
expensive. 
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The Sputniks and the Missiles 

If the first Sputnik warned the nation of a 
deficiency in its defenses; the second rang the 
bell all the louder. The Soviets’ claim of new 
power sources, and the tremendous thrust de- 
veloped in the rocket which put Sputnik II aloft, 
show that complacency and «business-as-usual 
can be indulged in only at great national risk. 

Having been surpassed by a nation that we 
regarded as far less advanced in science and 


technology, all of us cam reread with profit these . 


paragraphs from the report last January of the 
Senate Armed Services Subcommittee on 
Airpower. 


The duplicating approach characteristic of 
many research and development programs 
in the Department of Defense, along with 
the dollar limitations established for such 
programs, has retarded needed moderniza- 
tion of weapons systems. 

These policies have retarded important 
scientific breakthroughs. They contrast with 
Soviet policies which have produced extra- 
ordinary Soviet progress in the research 
and development field. re 

The Department of Defense has permitted 
duplication, even triplication, among the 
three services in the development and pro- 
duction of missiles, and has permitted com- 
parable waste in the allocation to the three 
services of responsibility in the missile field, 


In his first press conference after Sputnik I, 
President Eisenhower said that the interconti- 
nental ballistic missile program was going ahead 
with top priority. The new Secretary of Defense,

the Pentagon was giving serious consideration 
to stepping up the program. 

But as far as is evident, and despite the bar- 
rage of announcements that have been made 
about various tests, the missiles program still 
seems to be on something close to dead: center. 
Inter-service rivalries have become worse instead 
of better. This is demonstrated by the unre- 
solved dispute over whether the Army Jupiter 
or the Air Force Thor is the better intermediate 
range ballistic missile, by the Army’s claim that 
it should be allowed to develop a new 600-mile 
missile instead of being limited to 200-mile rock- 
ets, and the scramble of the Army, Navy and 
Air Force to develop an anti-missile missile, 

The successes of the two Sputniks should lead« 
to action on missiles and to sober analysis in the 
Pentagon on the whole defense program. If rot, 
there are going to be more “surprises” for us. 
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A Sound University Policy 

Washington University has received as an un- 
restricted gift from the Brown Shoe Co. the 
warehouse at Eighteenth and Cole. This is a sub- 
stantial contribution to education even though 
Chancellor Ethan A. H. Shepley says the build- 
ing will not be used for university functions. 
Its rental can help to meet the university budget. 

This, however, brings up an old problem. By 
its charter, Washington University is an elee- 
mosynary institution and therefore need pay 
no taxes on property it owns. Such tax exemp- 
tion is a recognized public contribution to pri- 
vate education. Yet St. Louis, facing an increase 
of tax rates, cannot be happy when property is 
taken off the tax lists. 

Aware of this, Chancellor Shepley says the 
university eventually will sell the warehouse so 
that it can be put back on the tax books. This 
is a fair solution. The sales price will go to the 
school, and the city again will collect its fair 
revenue. Some institutions in similar situations 
accept tax exemption only on property directly 
used for educational purposes. They pay taxes 
on property owned for the income it produces. 
Perhaps Chancellor Shepley’s plan is the better 
one. By transferring ownership, tax exemption 
is eliminated, and all controversy is avoided. 

In the end, it is up-to a community which 
values private education to support it by suit- 
able gifts just as it assures itself of public serv- 
ices through suitable taxation. 
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Hoffa Loses Another Round 

James R. Hoffa and his associates probably 
have abandoned hope of finding a way around 
the injunction of Judge Letts and into the high 
offices of the Teamsters’ union. 

The injunction bars them from taking office 
until a verdict has been reached on the charge 
of 13 union members that they were improperly 
elected. And this order now has been upheld 
and even tightened by the United States Court 
of Appeals of the District of Columbia. 

That court ranks second only to the United 
States Supreme Court. Perhaps Hoffa's lawyers 
will appeal to the highest of tribunals. But the 
chances are that the greatest solace they have 
given their client is an admonition to bide his 
time. And that is cold comfort indeed unless 
he can refute the accusation of the 13.

Through the first Eisenhower term 
this atmosphere was on the whole a 
good thing, in internal matters. The 
country had worked itself into a state 
of considerable agitation, and needed 
to calm down. A President widely ac- 
cepted as above partisan controversy, 
a man with a gift for conciliation, May 
have been indicated by the times. 

The country needed, for one thing, 


to get into a mood ‘to purge itself of 


the sickness of fear and frustration 
and self-doubt whose most prominent 
symptom was McCarthyism. That the 
Administration through deliberate 
planning destroyed Senator McCar- 
thy’s power is a myth, but it is still 
true that Mr. Eisenhower's very pres- 
ence in the White House, carefully 
remote, helped to create the necessary 
national temper. 

He remained remote. Even before 
his heart attack his system of staff 
work had operated to bring to his at- 
tention few matters not first sifted 
and resifted and sifted again. After 
the heart attack he was still more in- 
sulated. This the whole country sym- 
pathetically and earnestly approved. 
It wanted him to rest and get well. 

When in 1956 Mr. Eisenhower said 
frankly that he would have to pay con- 
tinued attention to his health, but be- 
lieved nevertheless that he could prop- 
erly discharge the duties of the presi- 


dency, the voters in majority believed 


so too, and returned him to office. In 
a sense he had.a mandate to take

things easy; and it may seem unfair 
for the country to demand, as it is 
now beyond doubt demanding, that

In the light of the discovery that 
our defense program has been less 
than Satisfactory, and the growing re- 
alization. that our efforts in interna- 
tional affairs have come too often to 
dead ends, the country—it is a large 
phrase, but here not unjustified—is 
asking Mr. Eisenhower to take up the 
full responsibilities of Commander in 
Chief and director of foreign policy. 

Nobody lacks faith in the country, 
or doubts its ability to do any job it 
Sets out determinedly to do: and no- 
body thinks, because the Soviet Union 
has jumped ahead of us in some im- 
portant fields, that we have been 
doing nothing at all or that in broad 
capacity we are not more than a match 
for the Russians in any endeavor. 

There does exist, nowever, a wide- 
spread feeling that, at a critical time, 
the country’s affairs have not been 
managed nearly so vigorously or effi- 
ciently or wisely as they should have 
been. 

That the feeling exists to an extent 
that can no longer possibly be ig- 
nored or belittled is attested by the 
President's decision to deliver a series 
of talks intended to reassure the coun- 
try about its defenses, it scientific 
progress and ifs economy. 

If in these talks Mr. Eisenhower 
deals plainly and explicitly with facts, 
acknowledging error where it has oc- 
curred as well as presenting docu- 
mented evidence of well-being and 
strength, he has a chance of restor- 
ing the public’s confidence in him, as- 

party out of a difficult po- 


, litical corner and fixing up the picture 


that history will paint of him. Above 
all, he has a chance of actually leading 
the nation in the tasks it faces. 

If on the other hand he approaches 
the talks as a series of chores, re- 
quired of him largely for political rea- 
sons, and if in them he generalizes 
too much or summons us too often to 
a faith in the United States that we 
have in fact not lost, the opportunity 
will have passed, and is not likely to 
come again. 

How he will approach the talks {fs 
not yet clear. When he announced 
them, he said that if he might be able 
in this manner “to set out in proper 
perspective the truth and the facts of 
these matters, no time consumed will 
be too much, no personal inconven- 
lence too great.” 

That curious portion of his N 
York speech was an interpolation —— 
in the prepared text, and it may be 
argued that it was only Mr. Eisenhow. 
er’s way of speaking, an inadvertence 

As such it could still reveal an atti- 
tude of mind. There are some jobs 
in which personal convenience must 
be considered little, and mentioned 
never.

not entirely an eleemosynary 
endeavor. 

Bill Knowland, when. he re- 
tires from the Senate, will be a 
free agent to campaign for the 
nomination, though that won't 
be too much change for him. 
He has exhibited more in- 
dependence. of the White 
House, and defected more from 
Administration policy, than any 
Senate party leader in many 
years, Republican or Democrat. 

He is the champion of the 
old Taft wing of the Repubii- 
can party which has not had 
much luck in national party 
conventions, though dominant 
in Congress, and is expected to 
swing free of the Administra- 
tion en important issues, both 
domestic and national, while 
the vice President must ride 
with the Eisenhower element.

‘No Time for Sergeants’ Is 
Uninhibited, Unruly and 
Boisterous.

No one, I hope, will recog: 
nize the mad Air Force of ‘‘No 
Time for Sergeants,” which 
opened the American Theater's 
season last night. It is a bur- 
lesque as broad as they come, 
uninhibited, unruly, boisterous 
and howlingly funny. The top 
banana, in this stage adapta- 
tion by Ira Levin of the novel 
by Mac Hyman, is Will Stock- 
dale, a genial, powerful 
Georgia hillbilly, who, without 
even trying, fouls up a good 
section of that Air Force and 
all its revered standard oper- 
ating procedure. His stooges 
range from a caustic old Army 
sergeant through starched cap- 
tains, stern colonels, a baffled 
psychiatrist, amazed pencil 
pushers and choleric generals. 

Don't expect any subtlety in 
this. It is about as’ subtle as a 
pratfall. Will and his amiable 
gauncheries make a believable 
character of a sort, and the 
sergeant is a perfect foil—a 
tough, shrewd cynical career 
man who thought he knew all 
the angles until thrown by this 
phenomenon. The rest of the 
people are pure caricatures. 


But the gags are so sure-fire 
they kept the opening night 
audience shaking with laughter, 
and the burlesque is good-hu- 
mored and rollicking. A _ se- 
quence that was literally out- 
house in locale was rowdy and 
uproarious. An airplane flight 
by a hopeless crew which in- 
clude lazy, hung-over, dozing 
pilots, an ignorant engineer, a 
frantically confused navigator, 
Will and his equally addled 
buddy who try to take over for 
a radio operator they foregt to 
bring along, is completely hi- 
larious. Will is a real lovable 
character, and, while there is 
nothing in the play to make 
your tired brain think, it hand- 
somely revives the too oft- 


yak. 

This is the company which 
played Chicago and the West 
Coast for many months, and it 
is fortunate to have James 
Holden as Will. So much of 
the humor depends on Will's 
quizzical drawl, his monumen- 
tal naivete which is a giant 
shield against more logical and 
knowing, if lesser minds, the 
happy twinkle in his eye at 
the triumphs of his own coun- 
try-boy  craftiness. Holden, 
who has spent his acting ca- 
reer playing southern soldiers, 


| takes this combination Li’] Ab- 


ner-Bob Burns in stride. The 
actor gets a head start by man- 
aging to look like a _ lanky, 
gawky comic page 
anyway, and his playing is 
completely convincing and 
shrewdly effortless. 

As Sergeant King, 
Calder has a wry, Ssaturnine 
countenance and aé_erasping 
voice to make a quite satisfac- 
tory antagonist. Louis Beach- 
ner is funny in a bird-like, 
anxious way as Will's sincere- 
ly rattle-brained buddy, Ben. 
van Hooten has a de- 
lightfully amusing bit as a 
smug and mealy psychiatrist 
who is demolished into a mass 
of quivering frustration by one 
short encounter with Will. An- 
thony Marcus is 
officious and bullying recruit. 
The rest of the cast seemed 
just average, or below, but 
fitted into Director Morton Da 
Costa's free-wheeling and light- 
hearted manipulation.

Hebrew University Profes- 
sor Explains Problems in 
» Symposium Here. 


Modernization of Israeli law 
has been hampered by the 
country’s more pressing secur- 
ity and political problems and 
lack of money for the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem, Is- 
rael’s only university and law 
school, Prof. Benjamin Akzin, 
dean of the faculty of law at 
the university, said here last 
night. 

He explained that 
the university receives funds 
from the israeli Government 
and foundations in the United 
States, the institution has no 
substantial endowments similar 
to universities in the United

States. 


Prof. Akzin spoke at a 
symposium on international law 
at Hotel Chase ata dinner 
meeting attended by St. Louis 
area jurists, lawyers and edu- 
cators. Circuit Judge Robert 
L. Aronson presided. 

Describing the ancestry of 
present law in Israel, Prof. Ak- 
zin said it is based on Turkish 
law and English statutory law 
enacted in Palestine under the 
old British mandate. 

“Most of the changes in our 
law,”. he explained, have been 
made by the Israeli parliament 
in the fields of taxation, crime 
and family, the last of which 
was based historically on re- 
ligion. 

“The great question regard- 
ing modernization of law is 
whether it should be unified, 
codified or based on common 
law. 


stitution in Israel and we 
wonder whether to continue 
without one or model the 
framework of law after the 
American Constitutional sys- 
tem.” 

He expressed the hope, in 


discussing the school’s lack of 
funds, that “sections in Amer- 
ica, particularly those of the 
Jewish population, will help to 
support financially the work of 
the Hebrew University.”

RENHARDT'S ART 
SHOWN IN NEW YORK 


Terrifying Undercurrents 
of Life Noted in His 
Paintings.

NEW YORK, Nov. 5—The 
spectral figures in Siegfried 
Reinhardt's exhibition at the 
Edwin Hewitt Gallery spell out 
a dark allegory of the terrify- 
ing undercurrents of life. Ap- 
paritions of apes and children, 
of wheels, racks and mandrills 
appear in Reinhardt's paintings 
in a cold, smoky white light 
which works with X-ray effi- 
ciency. It moves beneath the 
parchment skin of the child 
and outlines his bones, and it 
literally dissolves the aging 
flesh of an oracle whom the 
artist portrays as a_ vicious 
harridan. 

Reinhardt paints on board, 
working his surface to a thin, 
even consistency. He is a me- 
ticulous draftsman, capable of 
giving the earthly details of 
metaphorical themes such as 
vanity, ritual and death. 

His large painting “Ritual” 
is a fantasy of human evolu- 
tion. A dark, subaqueous me- 
dium contains the images suc- 
cessively of an ancient fish, a 
child, horny skeletal hands, 
and cascades of protoplasmic 
flesh rendered in chilling de- 
tail 

Although Reinhardt's paint- 
ings reflect an allegorical turn 
of mind, they place him in a 
long-standing northern tradi- 
tion — the tradition of Hans 
Baldung Grien’s realism car- 
ried to expressive heights. This 
tendency continued in Ger- 
many until the Twentieth Cen- 
turv when the “new objectiv- 
itv” painters undertook to 
paint a reality so intensely de- 
tailed that it bordered on 
hallucination.

Its a Long Way to St. Louis for Wyn Morris 


Welsh Conductor Making Weekly Trip From Cleveland to Rehearse With Philharmonic 


By Clarissa Start 


VERY Wednesday morning, 

Wyn Morris gets on a train 

or plane in Cleveland and 
comes to St. Louts to spend 
the evening rehearsing 95 mu- 
sicians of the St. Louis Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra. Late 
Wednesday night he takes 
plane or train back to Cleve-' 
land. 

By Nov. 21 when Morris ap- 
pears as guest conductor of 
the Philharmonic at the Opera 
House of Kiel Auditorium, he 
will have made eight of these 
1200-mile commuter jumps. 
Most Americans may take such 
procedure casually but to 
Welshman Morris it is gnother 
manifestation of the wonders 
of his adopted land. 

“I've compared the map to 
one of Europe,” he says in 
clipped diction, “and I find the 
distance is the equivalent of 
the distance from London to 
Berlin or London to Milan. I 
immediately _ purchased large 
quantities of postcards to im- 
part this bit of gossip to all 
my friends in Europe. I hope 
they are suitably impressed 
but I don’t expect them to be- 
lieve I travel that distance once 
a week.” 

The American music world 
has. in turn been impressed by 
Morris, Still under 30 years 
of age, he was the founder of 
the Welsh Symphony Orches- 
tra, has conducted leading or- 
chestras in Britain and on the 
Continent, and was the winner 
of this year's Koussevitsky 
prize at the Tanglewood Music 
Festival. | 

So widespredd had his rep- 
utation become, even before 


his winning of the Koussevit- 


sky, that George Szell, conduc- 
tor of the Cleveland Symphony, 
invited him to spend a year 
in this country studying with 
him. His first professional ap- 
pearance in this country, here 
in St. Louis, will be followed 
by others elsewhere, but a 
major part of his time this year 
will be spent attending re- 
hearsals and concerts of the 
Cleveland Symphony and re- 
hearsals of RoBert Shaw's 
Cleveland Symphony Chorus. 

Lavish in his praise of Amer-~ 
{can musicianship, both the 
professionals in Cleveland and 
the non-professionals here, 
Morris hopes to remain fn this 
country. He long ago became 
reconciled to the fact that he 
could not advance profession- 
ally in Wales, great as his at- 
tachment is for his homeland. 

Everyone makes jokes about 
Welsh names and Morris takes 
them tolerantly. His birthplace 
was Mertyr Tydvil, Glamorgan, 
his childhood home, Llanelly, 
Carmathenshire, and he ex- 
plains gravely that “Llanelly” 
is pronounced as the “‘ll’’ is al- 
ways pronounced—"by putting 
the tip of the tongue against 
the back teeth and blowing 
simultaneously out of both 
sides of the mouth.” 

An only child whose father 
was a composer, he was 
brought up in a musical atmos- 
phere and began playing piano 
at age 5 or 6. For a while he 
toyed with the idea of becom- 
ing a scientist, but by age 14 
had decided music was to be 
his life. His father was not too 
happy about the idea. 

“It’s so basically insecure,” 
Morris explains, “unlike being 
a doctor or a lawyer where 
you pass an examination and 
are guaranteed a living. But 
I should loathe being anything

Morris studied piano and 
composition with Patrick Pig- 
gott of the University of 
South Wales, Cardiff, entered 
the Royal Academy of Music 
in London in 1945, where he 
studied piano with Ambrose 
Coviello, organ and choral 
conducting with Dr. Douglas 
Hopkins. From 1948 to 1950 
he continued his study of con- 
ducting with Ernest Read and 
Clarence Raybould, and in his 
first year won a prize in com- 
petition with second and third 
year students. Determined to 
become an outstanding con- 
ductor, he spent hours attend- 
ing rehearsals of other con- 
ductors.

He will tell you, for example, 
that Abraham Lincoln was of 
Welsh ancestry in part, as was 
Thomas Jefferson and many of 
the signers of the Declaration 
of Independence. While he is 
the first Welsh orchestral con- 
ductor of note, Wales has pro- 
duced many choral directors 
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and singers and early histories 
indicate that the Welsh sang 
“part harmony” long before 
other peoples. Not all Welsh 
poets are as rendwned as the 
late’ Dylan Thomas but poets 
are numerous there. ‘ 


“What the World Series is 
to this country and the Derby 
to land, the Eisteddfod is 
to Wales,”.says Morris. ‘This 
is an annual festival of arts 
where the ‘winner of the chair’ 
is the poet who writes the best 
poem in strict meter formulat- 
ed in the twelfth century. 
There's as much attention 
pinned to that as to the World 
Series here. 


“Every village in Wales has 
its own poet, and they're nat 
as poets in other countries, 
considered arty. They're as ac- 
cepted as any professional man. 
The poet isn’t odd or an egg- 
head. 

“Although,” Morris muses, 
“I’m happy to see eggheads be- 
coming more socially accepta- 
ble. I think the biggest single 
contribution to their cause oc- 
curred when Arthur Miller 
married Marilyn Monroe. Fancy 
an egghead being able to do 
that.” 

Conductor Morris is not mar- 
ried, though he heartily ap- 
proves of women, everywhere 
except in orchestras. 


“There I tend to agree with 
Sir Thomas Beecham,” he says.

A Motorist’s Woes. 
LAW-ABIDING motorist — 
friend of ours recently set 
about planning a trip East 

and, in the course of her re- 
search, came upon the follow- 


ing note on the road map of 


the State of Connecticut: 
“Speed laws: 45 miles per hour 
(prima facie limit); 55 miles per 
hour—four-lane or dual high- 
way.” 

“What, pray tell,” she writes, 

“is a ‘prima facie speed limit’? 
I never heard of that one be- 
fore.” 

Well, I never had, either, al- 
though the phrase “prima facie 
evidence” is common enough in 
courts of law. It means, of 
course, evidence which may be 
considered conclusive unless re- 
butted by stronger evidepen, 


JUST what “connection this 
would have with the speed laws 
remained to be seen, however, 
so I thought it wise to check 
with the local authorities, The 
45-miles per hour prima facie 
limit is, according to their defi- 
nition, the maximum: speed al- 
lowed unless a lesser speed is 
posted. In other words, in the 
absence of provable evidence to 
the contrary, 45 miles per hour 
will be considered the top per- 
missible speed. 

Our local police caution, 
however, that drivers must also 
take into consideration all haz- 
ards of the road: Its width, the 
weather conditions, amount of 
traffic, etc., and govern their 
speed accordingly. That's good 
advice to motorists everywhere, 
even if it does tend to make 
“prima facie’? mean less than 
it seems to imply—taking it at 
face value.

HE annual meeting of the 
T American Cancer Society 

in New York last week was 
especially interesting to me 
because of the emphasis 
placed this year on funda- 
mental research. The retiring 
president, Dr. David A. Wood 
of the University of California, 
in his address called for in- 
creased basic research, stress- 
ing the importance of “the 
pursuit of knowledge for its 
own sake.” He seemed to feel 
that this was essential for 
progress in the future in med- 
ical, biological and_ related 
physical sciences. 

In order to bring some of 
the things that we ought to 
know about research in cancer 
to your attention, I can do no 
better than to quote from Dr. 
Wood’s excellent speech. ‘“Re- 
cently we had, unfortunately, 
a good deal of publicity about 
the Government’s national re- 
search program in the field of 
defense,” said Dr. Wood, “and 
there has been much discus- 
sion as to why the Russians 
developed a satellite well in 
advance of us. Among the 
reasons. advanced has been 
that our defense research has 
been devoted very largely to 
the application of basic knowl- 
edge rather than to the devel- 
opment of such knowledge.

“In event the answer to can- 
cer in all its many types and 
sub-types were to be found 
tomorrow, we would still have 
the very real problem—almost 
equally important with that of 
research — of translating the 
answer to the 165,000 doctors 
who are practicing medicine in 
this country. A greater task is 
that of persuading the 170,000.,- 
000 Americans to adopt the 
concept of periodic health ex- 
aminations and for those in 
whom cancer is found to take 
the steps necessary for prompt 
and acequate treatment. 


“AS OF “now, HOWEVER. 
even in the present state of 
knowledge, we have the tre- 
mendous opportunity of saving 
the lives of 75,000 persons who 
die each year of cancer only 
because they do not g0 to 
their doctors in time.” . 

It was a shock to me. and 
I am sure it is to many others, 
that so many die of cancer 
every year who might be saved 
if we were still not suffering 
partly from ignorance and 
partly from unwillingness to 
recognize soon enough the 
signs that ought to warn us of 
the threat of cancer.
